10 the amount of eight thousand five hundred (J8500.00) dollars exceeded its 
legal authority in the sum of two thousand !leven hundred and eighteen 
-(£2718.00) dollars; and, 

WHEREAS, The said contract has been partly performed and unless said 
!pecial meeting and official acts and proceedings of said board, relative 
thereto, are legalized and made valid, said independent school district will 
suffer irreparable loss; and, 

WHEREAS. Doubts have arisen as to the legality of said special meeting and 
()£ the said bonds voted to be issued and of the official acts and procedings of 
said board of directors relative thereto, .on account of the electors of said 
independent school district at said special meeting voting bonds in excess of 
legal authority in the sum of two thousand seven hundred and eighteen 
(~2718.00) dollars and because of alleged informalities in the proposals and 
advertising for bids for the erectIon of said school building and in giving 
ootice of said special election and in the contract let for the building of said 
schoolhouse and in the form of the ballots used at the special meeting in sub­
mitting the question of voting bonds: [therefore] 

Be it enacted lJy thg Gen.sral A88611Wly 0/ tlUJ State o!l()'/J}a: 

SECTION I. Legalized and validated. That the special election and the 
vote for the issue of bonds to the amount of eight thousand five hundred 
(18500.(0) dollars had and held by the independent school district of Stan­
wood, Cedar county, Iowa, on the 16th day of September, 1901, for the rebuild­
ing of the school house in said district and all the official acts and proceed­
ings of the board of directors of said district relative thereto, be and the same 
is hereby legalized and made: valid as fully as though all the requirements of 
the law leading up to, and necessary thereto. had been followed in every 
respect and particular and in full. compliance with the law, and the board of 
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directors of said independent district are hereby enabled and empowered to 
issue bonds to the amount of eight thousand five hundred (~50o.oo) dollars.

No conveyance of real estate here­
tofore made. wherein the husband or wife conveyed or contracted to convey 
the inchoate right of dower of the other spouse, acting as the attorney in fact, 
by virtue of a power of attorney executed by each spouse, such power of 
attorney not having been executed as a J?art of a contract of separatIon, shall 
be held invalid as contravening the provIsions of section three thousand one 
hundred and fifty· four (3154) of the code, but all such conveyances are hereby 
legalized and made effective.
